HE little hamlet of Bur- 
lingham, N. Y.,. was 
last Week the scene of 
one of the most ghast- 
ly murders on record, 
Lurliuglam is located 
awong the bills of Sul- 
livan County, a short 
distance from Orange 
County, and basabout 
two hundred inbabi- 
tants. During the sum- 
mer months, however, 
this number isincreas- 
ed by two or three 
hundred city boarders 

The bodies of two murdered women were found tn 
the hayloft of Pau! Halliday’s barn, and Hualliday’s 
body was found under the floorof the house. Mra, 
Halliday, hia wife, is under arrest on charge of having 
committed the murdera, She is Halliday's sixth wife. 

Halliday settled in Burlingham about thirty years 
ago, buyinuatractof oue hundred acres of land on 
the turupike leading from Burlingbam to El‘eneville,. 
His wife was a delicate woman and died after giving 
birth to several children. 

‘Four years avo Halliday, then a man sixty years old, 
took to his house a woman about twenty-five years 
old. He told one of bis sons that he had obtained her 
atan employment agency in Newburg, N. Y. She was 
then acomely woman. 

Besides being a farmer, Halliday was a charcoal 
burner. He had several men working for him. With 
the advent of this woman Halliday’s troubles begau.

She bad been with him only ashort time when he sur- 
prised the folks of Burlingbam by auvouncing the 
fact that he bad been married to his servant by the 
village dominie, Rev. James Burch. 

Many queer atuories concerning the old man’s bride 
became current. Oue wastothe eff-ct that she had 
previously travelled with a gypsy baud. It was said 
that while a thember of this band she had met the 
old man. who had become infatuated with her, and in- 
duced him to take her to his home, 

The new Mrs. Halliday and ber neighbors did not 
getalong well together. When, therefore, two years 
ago the Halliday barn burnt down and the old man’s 
crippled sou perished in the flames, some of the neighb- 
bors went so far as to boldly declare that they thought 
the young wife had started the fire. 

Not long after the fire Mra. Halliday went to New- 
burg and hired a team of borses there. She drove the 
team into Ulster County and sold the horses. For this 
she was «arrested and sent to the Orange County Jail. 
In jail she either went insane or feigned it so success- 
fully that the jury that tried her for the theft recom- 
mended thatshe be examined by physicians, and, if 
insane, sent to the State Asylum for Iusaue Criminals 
at Matteawan.

W. Henry, Neal Canfield, John Tears and Peter Rutan 
went to the Halliday home Sunday morning. Con- 
stable Joseph Scott went with the party. He was 
armed with a search warrant in order that the search 
might be conducted without any interference. Justice 
Abram Thayer also accompanied them. 

Inquiry was made of Mrs. Halliday as to ber bus- 
band's whereabouts. She said he had gone to Bloom- 

‘ipgburg. another nearby hamlet, to buy a piece of 
land. She also said that he was working in Blooming- 
burg and walked home every nixzht. 

The party withdrew from the house, but, from un- 
der the cover of the woods, remained near the house 
allnight. They remained in the woods all the next 
night also, but Halliday did notappear. Then it was 
decided that he bad met with foul play. 

When asked where ber busband was Monday Mra. 
Halliday said that he had just gone to Bloomingburg 
with some masons. This it 
was known could not have 
been, 

Justice ‘Thayer: and the 
coustable took Mrs. Halli- 
day to Bloomingburg Mon- 
day morning to see if sh 
could show them where her 
husband was at work. When 
Coustable Soott and Jnatice 
Thayer had started for 
Bloomivgburg with Mrs. 
Halliday, the rest of the 
party began a search of tho 
premises, 

In the house blood stains 
upon the floor and rag car- 
pet were plarmly visible. A 
further search revealed tho 
fact that the bed clothing 
had been saturated with 
blood and afterwards wash- 
edand cutout. A rope five- 
sixteenths of an inch iu di- 
ameter was found. It had 
been recently weshed,. By 
untwisting it blood was 
plainly discernible. Outside 
the door in the front yard were sire.n ashes of a 
peculiarly whitish appearance. 

‘The baru was visited. Near the cowstalls,in the 
basement of the barn, attention was attracted toa 
quantity of bay baving the appearance of having been 
recently disturbed. It looked as though it had been 
thrust through a hole in the wall from the outside, A 
pitchfork was thruat into the bay. 

When it .was extracted a piece of flesh adhered to one 
of the prongs. Supposing that they had found Halli- 
day's body, the men quickly removed the hay. ‘The 
forms of two dead women were revealed. 

A telegram was sent to Bloomingburg to send ‘Squire 
Thayer and Constable Scott with Mrs. Halliday back 
to Burlingbam. 

When Coroner Joseph Roesch, of Wurtsboro, arrived 
the bodies had not been touched. Oue body was that 
of a woman apparently not over twevty years old. 
The other was that of a woman nearly twice that old. 
‘lhe two bodies had been carefully wrapped in old 
black skirts.. Around the head of the larger woman 
was tied an old calico sunshade bonnet. The hands of 
both women were tied across their breasts. The legs 
were also fastened together.. The body of the older 
woman was decom posed. 

The coroner empanelled a jury. 
removed to a temporary platform just outside the 

«barn door. 
minutely. 

When the body of the larger woman was laid on its 
back eight bullet wounds were discovered about the 
heart. They bad penetrated throngh the breast. All 
the wounds were iu acircumference of three inches. 
There was only one exit, the rest of the bullets being 
found in the body. 

In the younger woman’s body seven bullet holes 
w: re found in the region of the heart. One bullet bad 
passed through her right wrist. 

Before the coroner arrived on the scene "Squire 
Thayer and Constable Scott drove up from Blooming- 
bure with Mrs. Halliday. She was then taken to Scott's 
house, where she was manacied to a heavy sofa, 
waar then apparently sane. 


looked at the bodies. No one recognized either of the 
two. The younger woman's hands are small and 
white. The physicians decided that she had been 
dead about forty-eight hours. The other woman, they 
said, had been killed four or five days before the 
bodies were found.

yard at Bluomingburg.. The vody of the younger 
wowau lies in Van luwegen'’s worgue in a coffin. Ac- 
cording to Undertaker Van luwegep, who examined 
the body of the younger uirl, ber two front teeth are 
filled with gold. She bas long auburn hair. Her ears 
are puuctured as though for earriugs. There isa 
large wart on the third finger of theright band near 
the first joint, 

Wheu the bodies were found the search for old man 
Halliday was partially given up. .A few, however, 
kept it up, and during the search of the premises new 
evidence of the mysterious and horrid crime was con- 
stantly being found, 

The house in which the crime was evidently com- 
mitted isa new board shauty one story bigh, with tin 
roof, and it bas two rooms of about the same size, 
10x16. These are conuected by a small stoop roof 
and eutryway, each room baving separate doors be- 
sides the outside one. Tue room used as a bed- 
chamber was the one where the blood-stains were 
found, Here were piled bundle after bundle of cloth- 
ing in a copfased mass. The clothing evidently be- 
lonyed to the younger of the two victims found. It 
cousisted of a striped waist, dark red skirt, white cor- 
set, White skirt trimmed neatly with lace, a leather 
belt twenty-two inches long and a light-colored sack. 
Ou the collar of the sack was sewed atag with ‘Stern 
Brothers, IT'weuty-third street, New York,” upon it. 
This was the only mark that could tell where any of 
the yarments came from. Ali the clothing was ex- 
ceptioually neat and clean. 

Ou searching the bed a sheet that had evidently been 
recently washed was found with blood staive all 
through it. It hada hole cut in it, and looked as if it 
had been gathered up and baguled bya dull pair of 
shears. It was evidently a blood spot that bad been 
cutout, One of the quilts was also badly stainéd by 
blood. The rough hemlock boards upon the floor 
were badly stained and showed evidence of having 
been recently washed, which seemed to bring out 
more clearly the crimson stains, 

Oue of the neigh bors said that only a day or two be- 
fore Mrs. Halliday had asked what would take blood 
stains out of boards. A further search about the 
premises revealed two shovels and a crowbar that had 
lately been used. Thisited to the suspicion that the 
old man had been killed and buried on the farm. In 
the bedroom a 32-calibre bullet was picked up under 
the bed. 

Justice Thayer says that while on the way to Bloom- 
ingburg Mrs. Halliday became violent. When ques- 
tioned as to the old man’s whereabouts she refused to 
uttera word. When word was received in Blooming- 
burg of the finding of the two bodies Constable Scott 
asked her what she had dove with the pistol. 

“Find Paol and you'll get it,” she replie,

“We've found it,” the constable went on. 

“You lie, you — — ——,” shrieked the woman. 

The conduct of the woman since her arrest has been 
that of an insane person. While present at the inquest 
she succeeded in tearing from her body the best part 
of her clothing. She is awoman of medium height 
aud stockily built. ' 

Her hands are fastened together by an old-fashioned 
pair of handcuffs. The villagers all say that the wo- 
manisshamming iusanity. They say that she was 
sane enough until sie heard that she was charged with 
murder, aud then she began carrying on. 

Coroner Roesch held the inquest. The physicians 
who examined the bodies of the women gave their tes- 
timony, and one or twoof the searching party ‘old

their tale. Mrs. Halliday was present. She had to be 
dragued from the constable’s house to the hall in 
which the inquest was being held. 

Inside the hall she swore and tore her clothes. When 
spoken to she invariably replied: “Frogs, frogs.”

Itappears thaton Wednesday before the murder a 
woman drove upto the McQuillau house in an open 
wagon. The woman auewered iu every detail the de- 
scription of the wife of old Paul Halliday. She asked 
for Mra, McQuillan, and to her she introduced herself 
as Mrs. Jaue Smith. She said she lived at Walden, 
which is a little town near Montgomery, and is on the 
road between Burlingham and Newburgh. Shehada 
biz job of housecleaning on hand, she said, and she 
had to bave some helptodo it. She had driven into 
Newburgh to get a woman from au intelligence 
office, but had failed, and on her way back homea 
friend bad introduced her to Mrs. McQuillan. The 
woman was well dre:'s d and she said she could afford 
to pay well for the work. 

Mrs. McQuillan told her that she did not usually do 
such work, especially at a distance from her home, 
but she asked what she would pay. The alleged Mrs, 
Smith said she could afford to pay $2 a day and board. 
Fifty to seventy-five cents a day is the usual rate for 
such work in their part of the country. She said, too, 
that she would drive in herself and bring Mrs. Mc- 
Quillan home with her, and that when the work was 
doue she would bring her back home, Mrs. McQuillan 
said she would try it, but would not be ready to begin 
before Wednesday. The. supposed Mrs. Smith said 
that would be time enough, and that she would drive 
inand gether. Shedidsoand Mrs. McQuillan went 
with her. On the following Saturday.Mrs. Halliday 
again visited the McQuillans’ house. She told Sarah 
that her mother had been seriously injured by falling 
from a step-ladder and required her daughter's care. 
The unsuspecting girl weut away witb the murderess 
and met her death. 

On the day following the identification of the wo- 
men the body of old Paul Halliday was found buried 
under the floor of the house. He had been shot in the 
breast. 

The people became wild with excitement and cried 
out for vengeance. They talked of lynching and 
burning at the stake. Extra wuards were secured 
from Bloomiugburg to protect the woman. 

Mrs. Halliday made two attempts to strangle her- 
self with her garters.

Few Pugilists who Meet Their 
Waterloo Ever Recover. 


CHAMPIONS WHO LOST HEART. 





It appears strange the way athletes, and more 
+s) e Lally pugilists. lege heart and ambition in the hour of de- 
foat. Dut such is the case, Many Wy to overcome their ill-luck 
and once more regain the high position they once occupied in 
the arena by contending against their conquerors, but the ma- 

rity lose all ambition and never try to recover from their 

<nfall. Some athletes who have been successful for years, 
and meet with a reverse, try te outiive it by practicing the 
yoden rule, but sporting history shows that defeat has shattered 
the aspirations and ambition of more champions than « dosen 
other causes, both in England and Ameiics It has not only 
wen the case with champion oarsmen, pedestrians, jockeys, 
wrestiers and pugilists, but champions In all Sranches of sport. 
Toe prize ring gives hundreds of instan.es, 80 does aquatic 
chronology and pedestrian reeurds, Dan O'Leary, the createst 
walker at a long distance America ever produced, who had at 
one time a fortune at his Gnger ends, was never the same spien- 
did athlete after Charles Rowell defeated him in the interna- 
tional race for the Astiey belt in New York. He lost not only 
his speed and stamina, but returned to his early avocation, 
pook selling. Sam Collyer, one of America’s best lightweight 
champions, who won battle after battle up to Aug. 24, 1868, 
when he was defeated by Billy Edwards, tried twice afterwa:ds 
to regain the exaited position, but withvat success. Collyer’s 
defeat appeared to make him lose heart, and he returned to his 
trade. In 18671n England Wm. Perry, better known in prize 
ring history as the Tiptom Slasher, was the champion of Eug- 
land, The title brought him fame and money. In the same year 
Tom Sayers defeated him In a battle for £200 and the champion- 
ship of Engiand, and Perry never survive! his defeat. Tom 
Savers. who firat won the champion belt of England onJune 14, 
1857, by defeating the Tipten Slasher, had an unbeaten prise ring 
record until he met Nat Langham for £200. Langham won by 
blinding Sayers in 61 rounds, fought in @ hours? minutes, end- 
ing the battle by a knockout blow. Sayers was mortided over 
his frst and only defeat, and would never bave fought again 
only for the intercession of his friends. Sayers won battie after 
battle, and his enc unter with John C. Heenan, the Benecia 
Boy, the champion of America, on April 17, 1860, ended his ca- 
reer as @ pugilist, Suyers was confident he could deteat Heenan, 
although he was handicapped, Heenan being nearly 40 pounds 
heavier and considerably tallerthan Sayers. The battle ended 
in a draw, and Sayers never recovered from his technical de- 
feat It affected him beth morally and physically, and he never 
had the ambition to Aight again after that great International 
battle on the historical field of Farnbourough, England, to 
1860, 

. + 

Jem Mace, when Tom King defeated him 
after he had detoated the latter, was heartbroken. - He tiled to 
coax King to fight again, but the latter refused. King oniy 
foucht one battve after he defeated Mace, and that was w'th 
Jobu C. Heenan for $10,000 in 1863. King defeated Lleenan, who, 
by the way, never won a prize fight, although he tried with John 
Morrissey or the championship of America, Tom Sayers and 
Tom King. The battle between Heenan and King lasted 35 
minutes, 25 rounds being fought. Heenan, it was claimed, sold 
the fight. Be that as it may, he never fonght again and never 
appeared anxious to attempt to add one winning bracket to his 
two defeats and one draw in the only thie. battles he ever 


fought. 
* * 


A champion who lost all gelf-respect, ambition 
and nerve by defeat was Mike McCoole. In the sixties he was 
champion of America, and was looked upon as invincible. He 
won battle after battie, opened a big sporting house in St Louis, 
and could be backed against any man In the world for $10,000. 
In 1869 he fought Tom Allen fur the champlouship of America, 
at Foster Island, St. Louis. Allen had McCoule defeated when 
the ring was broken into and a free fight followed. So chagrined 
was McCoole over his defeat that he buried his sorrow in the 
winecup. Ulis bartender or manager eioped with his wife, who 
was one of the most beautiful women in St. Louls, and it was 
some time before he could be coaxed to again enter the prize 
ring. In 1873 he fought Tom Allen’ again at Chateau Island, 
hear St. Louis. Allen beat his face into a jelly and the specta- 
tors asked! his seconds to throw up the sponge, which they did. 
After this battle MeCoule lost all ambition. Finally he lost his 
business and went to work on the Levee In New Orleans and he 
ended his days in the charity hospital, New Orleans; through 
dissipa' ion,

Joe Coburn, who was one of the champions of 
America, aod who never had to lower his colors, lost heart and 
cave up fighting because he could not whip Jem Mace when 
they funght a draw at Bay St. Louis. Miss. Coburn after his 
battle with Mace, which was fought on May 11, 1872, gave up 
the ring. Coburn never lost a battie from the time he com- 
menced fighting until he ended his career, 


* * 


Joe Goss had a great reputation because 
ha defeated Tom Allen by a foul in Kentacky in 1876, full partic- 
lars of which appear in the “Champions of the Prize Ring,” pub- 
lished by Richard K. Fox. In 1880 Guss tought Paddy Ryan at 
Colliers Station, West Virginia, for $2,000 and the championship. 
Ryan won in 87 rounds. Goss took hia defeat to heart, buried 
his troubles in the wine cup. Paddy Ryan, known as the Troy 
Giant, was looked upon by the followers of the prize ring as a 
fistic marvel after bis victory over Joe Goss and he swelled up 
like a pi:med peacock and believed he was invincible Richard 
K. Fox, in order to try aud build up the prige ring which was at 
that time a dead sport, matched Ryan to fight Sullivan for 

2.500 a side and the championship of the world, there being no 
champion either in Austrailia, England or this country at that 
time. Sulivan defeated Ryan on Feb. 7, 1882, in nine rounds 
‘Il ininutes. Ryan was so set back by his defeat that he did 
hot ce back to Troy, N. ¥., te live but went toChicago. He 
-ever had the courage to fight Sullivan again for the champion- 
*\p. Jake Kilrein, after being defeated by John L. Sullivan for 
‘© ‘ar gest purse ever fou ght for in America, $22.000, the ‘‘ Police 
Gazette” belt and the championship of the world, did try to re- 
cain his title, Kiirain did fight Frank P. Siavin afterwards but 
‘iat defeat caused him to lose heart and give up trying.

Manager Gus Tuthill sass Jack will realize between $3.000 and 
$3,600 from the entertainment, and when a man is absolutely 
without, which was the plain, unvarnished truth regarding 
Dempsey’s financia! condition, even the frst named suin is not 
to be sneezed at, 

The beneficiary was enthusiastically received, and while he 
looked like a pigmy alongside Fitzsimmons, with whom he 
sparred three rounds, it was not difficult to see that Dempsey 
still remembers many of his old tricks. Jack may not be as fast 
as he was a few years back, but it will take a pretty good 10- 
stone man to whip him, or at least thatis what nine-tenths of 
the sports who saw him box believe. Before Dempsey appeared 
a telegram was read from John L. Sullivan to this effect: 

**all success at your benefit. [nclused find $50 fur a seat. Good 
luck. From your frien4.’ 

Sometimes these telegrams in which money is sald to be in- 
closed are sent by practical jokers. Col. Bill Harding got one in 
New Orleans some months ago, and is still searching for the 
$30,000 somebody said was inside the yellow envelope. But this 
one wns all right. Sallivan sent the money by a Western Union 
messenger. 

Champion Jim Corbett was never so well received in New 
York, although he has thousands of admirers here. The crowd 
yelled itself almost hoarse when he made his appearance, and 
kept cheering until Jim made a speech. After thanking the 
spectators for the warm reception they gave him he said: 

**L consider Dempsey the greatest boxer of his weight who 
ever lived. and I tell the trath whew I say { copy his style in 
boxing and fighting.” 

Corbett's set-to with Prof. John Donaldson was interesting. 
But sparring and talking wasn’t all the champion did to help 
along the show. Before Dempsey arrived Jim took a big wad of 
money from his pocket, peeled off « $100 billand handing it to 
Tuthill, advised him to turn it over to Dempsey as cigar money. 
Jack’s manager had to promise that this gift should not be men 
tloned. .Corbett looks to be 16 pounds heavier than when he |a:t 
boxed in this city. He invited Dempsey to train with him for 
Burge at Asbury Park, and if he accepts the champion will pay 
all the bills. 

The show itself was by long odds the best of its kind seen io 
New York fur years. There was perhaps ton much of it, but the 
crowd waited until the finish, Billy Pitmmer was heartily 
cheered, and he gave a pretty exhibition with Benny Murphy. 
The livell:st bout of the night was between Dan Creedon and 
Tom Tracey, the Australians. 

It was their first appearance in the East, and whenever either 
of them gets a match a good dexl of New York money will go 
on him. Creedon’s prespective opponent, Joe Butler of Phila- 
delphia, also made a goud impression. He boxed Dick Baker. 
Tio exhibkion between Ike Weir and Madden's Black Cyclone 
kopt the crowd In a constant roar. 

Exhibitions were also given by C.C. Smith and Ed Watkins, 
Jim MeVey and Jack Downey, Bill Vernon and Paddy Smith, 
Jack Dorsey and Vincent Vincenzo, Sam Bolen and Martin Mc- 
Hugh, Jimmy Frank and Mike Harris, Harry Martin and Jim 
Dowd, and Mike Breslin and Stanton Abbott. 

Dempsey got a big flural horseshoe from his admirers in Wil- 
Hamsburg. Sieve Brodie sent a sraalier one to Fits, who hand!ed 
it us though he suspected the frame was loaded.

Tommy Burns, the champion diver and bridge jumper of Eng- 
land, will sail for New York with his backer on Sept. 13. Burns, 
on his arrival, will post a forfeit with the FPoLtick GazetTre and 
issue a challenge to jump or dive from any altitude from 112 to 
136 feet against Meredith Stanley, Steve Brodie or any man in 
America, for £200 to £500 a side. a 








Burns, while not very well known In this country, Is looked 
upon as &@ wonderful bridge Jumper, diver and swimmer in Eng- 
land. A hero is always disappointing personally, and Burns, 
the hero of the Rancorn Bridge, as he is styled in England, is 
not atalithe kind of an individual one would associate with 
great physical courage and prowess. He is of medium stature, 
with simpie, unassuming expression of features, a respectful 
d , and ly of appurent unconsciousness of his 
own intrepldity. - The following is his records 

August 21, 1866—Succeeded in runuiag 360 miles in 36 hours. 
three turns a day, 10 miles undér each hour, fr £50 and silver 
cup at Mount Murry Pleasure Grounds, Douglas L. O. M. 

Commenced Octoher 9h, 1889—Dived from Runcerg Bridge, 
height 90 feet, and swam tw Liverpvo! Landing Stage inside of 
four hours, distance 18 miles, and ran to London. The following 
is the route taken by Burns: Starting from the Horse Shoe, 





* Lime’street, and ran to the Crown and Sceptre, Warrington, ar- 


riving the same night. Passed through the following towns: 
Manchester, Stockport, Bullocks Smithy, Macclesfield. Leex, 
Ashburn, Derby, Alveston, Loughborough, Mount Sorrel, Lei- 
cester, Harborough, Great Oxenden, Franklin Gardens, North- 
ampton, Queens Cross, Oxton, Newport Pagnet, Woburn, Dun- 
stable, St. Albans, Louch Barnet, Whetstone, Highgate and 
Islington (Angel Llotel). Arrived in London at 6 P. M, and 
dived from London Bridge at 6 P. M., in the presence of Robert 
Watson, Exq., of the Sporting Life, October 14th. Left the Sport- 
ing Life office, Fleet street, London. October 15, taking the same 
route back, and arrived at Horse Shve, Lime street, Liverpool, 
October 18th, inside nine days, winning by 20 minutes—the 
world’s record. Was presented with the champion gold medal 
by his Liverpool friends; also pr 1 with hand silver 
star by Sam Hague, Esq., of Hague’s Minstrels, St. James’ Hail, 
Lime street. 

Dived again from Runcorn bridge. 

Jan. 14. 1890 great international match, Encland vs. America, 
for the diving, swimming and running championship of the 
world, between Tommy Burns, Liverpool, champion of England, 
and Carlisie D. Graham, hero of Niagara Fal's. and champlon cf 
America, took place at Runcorn bridge and swam 440 yards, 
and ran 10 miles fer £50.

King was very anxious to 
commence hostitities, but Mace was equally as eager, and had 
evidently made up his mind to force the pace, feeling within 
him that he had his opponent safe. King feinted with left but 
Mace balked him and tried the double He, however, stopped 
as he delivered his lett and leaned forward, in consequence, King 
seized the opportunity with great readiness and delivered a ter- 
rifle cress-counter with his right direct trom the shoulder giving 
the full weight of his frame to the blow which fell on Mace’s 
nese, left eyo and cheek. King's brawny fist seemed to smash 
all betore it with the forceof a battering ram, and Mrce in- 
stantly suffering the shock doubied up and fell helplessly» ¢ his 
opponent's feet, bleeding profusely from the nose, eyes and 
mouth. In the next round Mace staggered ip like a drunken 
man, his left eye closed and his cheek terribly swollen, only to 
be floored again by a lefthander from King on the nose. He 
came up for another but King refused to strike, merely pushing 
him down, whereupon the spenge was thrown up after the men 
had been fighting 38 minutes. 
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FITZSIMMONS PLAYED WITH HICKEY. 
The Irish Middleweight Champion Not in it With 
the Australian. 

The glove fight in which Bob Fitssimmons had contracted to 
knock Jack Hickey, the middleweight champion of Ireland, out 
in four rounds, attracted a large crowd to Caledonia Park, Now- 
ark, N J.,on September 6. Hickey had been boomed up as a 
first class pugilist and on his alleged previous reputation, many 
of the natives of the little creen isle beyond the sea offered one 
against two that Fitzsimmons would not knock him out in four 
rounds. 

Not one of the fivs thousand spectators who had seen Fits- 
simmons fight had the least lien but what the champion would 
win and either stop or knock out the Irish middleweight. 

Fitzsimmons was not trained and when he entered the ring 
he looked a giant in front of Hickey. The contest was a one- 
sided affair. The middleweight champion of Ireland never had 
achance. In the Grst round Fitzsimmons fought Hickey to the 
ropes and could have ended the contest if he desired to do se, 
In the second round Fitzsimmons made Ireland's champion the 
same use as he would one of the “Police Gngette’” champion 
punching bags. Every one supposed the champion would settle 
Hickey in this round but he did not merely to give tho crowd “‘a 
run for their money.” Inthe third round Hickey came up 
showing the effects of the body blows Fitzsimmons had deliy- 
ered. Hickey had a strange look on his countenance, for he had 
an idea the end waste come. Fitssiimmons went right to work 
just us if he was ina b.ackemith shop. He landed left and right 
on the Irish champion untii tho latter collapsed from the effects 
of the blows, when the affair was stopped. [ickey was com- 
pletely used up while Fitzsimmons, who was just as strong as 
when he commenced, picked up his falicn fue and carried him 
to his corner. 

Prior to the Fitzsimmons and Hickey contest there were sev- 
eral boxing bouts. 

The first pair to make their appearance was Harry Levy aud 
Jack Handler, both of Newark. They fought at catchweights 
and their contest created no little comment. The bout was ref- 
ereed by P. J. Donohue. 

It wasa good, stiff bout and Referee Donohue’s decision in 
favor of Handler was well received, 

The next pair was in the welter- weight class, the contestants 
being Paddy Gorman and Arthur Walker, both of Austrailia. In 
the third round Gorman knocked Walker down twice and had 
all the best of the bout, so the referve stopped the and 
decided Gorman the winner. 

Con Riordan, of San Francisco, and Val Flood, of Australia, 
were the next pair, The men fought four rounds and referee 
Alec Greggains declared the battle a draw, 

Mike Leonard, of Brooklyn, and Jim Burge, the “Iron Man,” 
also fought a 4-round draw, 

The show was under the manageinent of the New Jersey
